his property.

case through court 
after 
court, 
and in 1855 he won. 
The highest 
court in the state of

Francisco and Sacramento,

were built on his private proper­ 
ty. 
The news of this sensational de­ 
cision rocked the inhabitants 
of

Infinite Variety 
Light, in its most advanced artis­ 
tic expressions, may now be found 
A )wing from built-in ceiling panels, 
from the tops of doors or windows, 
from windows in inside walls . . . 
and from other surprising places! 
We arc beginning to discover that 
light holds many possibilities for 
new decorative treatment in the 
home. Like the sculptor’s clay, it is 
flexible. It can be blended into the 
decorative scheme of a room. 
Take, for example, a small library 
or den, as here illustrated, where

There are three main pyram ids 
in the Gizeh group.

is about 140 feet higher than the 
Nile Valley.

Pyramid, Chrephren has a tem ­ 
ple. recently excavated.

pavem ent 
which runs from the Tem ple and 
the Sphinx to the 
pyram id 
of 
Chrephren. 
Now this 
pavem ent 
is open all the way and it defi­ 
nitely identifies the Sphinx 
and 


the temple as adjuncts of 
C hre­ 
phren Pyram id. 
This mysterious thing in 
the 
land of 
mysticism, 
called 
the 
Sphinx, has the head and bust of 
a woman, body of a lion, and has 
wings. 
The head and body are 
carved out of live stone, but the 
paws are built 
of 
brick. 
The 
length to top of paw s 
is 
more 
than 150 feet, hight about 70 feet. 
Its mouth is 7Mt feet wide, and its 
ears are 4% feet high. The nose is 
broken off. Napoleon is 
charged 
with this destruction. 
One guide 
said that when the Little Corporal 
was here in 1798, he 
planted 
a 
canon close by and shot the nose 
off. This is another reason 
why 
they do not like Napoleon in these 
parts. 
Greek mythology says that 
the 
sphinx of Thebes proposed a rid ­ 
dle for all who passed by, nam e 
ly, “What creature walks in the 
m orning on four feet, at noon on 
two, and at evening on three?” 
Those who failed to 
guess 
this 
riddle w ere slain by the Sphinx.

from raising livestock. 
Today, it looks like all th e six 
million people of the Nile D elta 
arc out in the 
fields. 
Men 
are 
plowing 
with 
wooden 
plow s 
d raw n by 
oxen, 
donkeys 
and 
camels. 
Women w ork w ith hoes. 
Small children play in the fields, 
but all others work. Veiled 
w o­ 
men carry w ater on their heads. 
Men, w om en and children b reak 
clods with hoes; others tu rn the 
soil with spades. 
T hey cut alfalfa 
with hand sickles and ca rry it to 
the place of storage on hacks of 
camels. 
These people 
have 
no 
unem ploym ent problem. 
In some 
countries it is said that 
“e v e ry ­ 
body works but father,” b u t here 
father works, too. 
A large force of men is building 
a new dam and 
spillway. 
The 
conductor of our train told us th a t 
they receive 3, 4 and 5 piasters a 
day; m axim um 5 piasters. T his is { 
15 cents, 20 cents and 25 cents in 
A m erican money. T he m en board 
themselves. 
All of the w ater for 
grow ing 
crops is d raw n from the Nile. A nd 
if Mussolini should shut off the 
supply farm ing here would cease, j 
These people use m any kinds 
of 
devises for raising w ater o u t of 
the canals. 
M any of them h av e a 
kind of “horse pow er” m achine, 
with two large wheels. 
T he cogs 
of a horizontal wheel, set below 
the ground level, mesh into 
the 
cogs of a vertical wheel, equipped 
with 
buckets. 
The 
horizontal 
wheel has a shaft w hich extends 
upw ard. 
A long beam is attached 
to the upper end of the shaft, and 
a camel, a donkey, or an 
ox 
is 
hitched to the beam. 
The anim al 
goes round and round, like the 
music, and the buckets bring the 
water. 
The farm er blindfolds the 
anim al and starts him on his c ir­ 
cus, and then goes ofT to do other 
work. 
The faithful anim al keeps j 
going. W hich suggests the story | 
told on a lawyer, who was able J 
to set his m outh to talking, and 
then go ofT and leave it. 
Some farm ers lift w ater out of 
irrigating canals with hand buck­ 
ets, attached to long sweeps. O th­ 
ers 
use 
long 
cylinders, 
with 
screws fitted inside, and operate 
the screws by hand. 
These farm ers produce as m any 
as five crops in one year. 
T h is ) 
fact ought to m ake it easy to be­ 
lieve the story of Joseph, 
w h o , 
produced enough in seven years 
to tide them over during

years of famine. 
The land is very n c n and will 
produce m ost anything, if w ater 
is put on it. 
H ere 
are 
orange 
groves, w ith trees filled with lus­ 
cious fruit. 
Also groves of palms 
everywhere. 
Platform s at stations are loaded 
with sacks of cotton and 
wool. 
W om en are washing 
clothes 
in 
the dirty w ater of the canals, and 
spreading the garm ents 
out 
on 
the bare dirt to dry. 
Men ride 
w ater buffaloes along the 
roads. 
T here are no paved highways in 
sight. 
All canals are filled with 
boats of many kinds. High point­ 
ed masts, which lean to one side, 
are very conspicuous. 
At Ismalia, the railroad 
turns 
southeast, and follows Suez Canal 
to the city of Suez. 
The country, 
for the most part, 
is 
a 
desert 
w'aste. 
A 
fresh 
w ater 
canal, 
which draw s its supply from the 
Nile, follows the railroad most of 
the way, but there is very little 
land 
in 
cultivation. 
A 
large 
steam er sails dow n 
the 
Canal, 
and enters B itter Lake as we pass 
it. 
We are too far away to rend 
the nam e of the ship. 
As we approach Suez the sun 
goes dow n and appears to sink in­ 
to the desert. 
The train 
passes 
through a section of the business 
district, and then crosses a long 
causeway. Suez appears to be a i 
populous city. 
M any apartm ent 
houses and residences are 
seen 
from the train. 
They are budt, 
chiefly, of 
cobble 
stones, 
and 
some ore beautiful. 
T here 
are 
m any 
attractive 
verandas. 
We 
pass picture shows w ith names of 
Am erican 
stars 
displayed 
in 
front of them. 
The train carries 
us to the pier, w here a tender is 
I w aiting to take us to the Reliance, 
anchored 
considerable 
distance 
out in the Gulf of Suez. 
It seems 
good to get back home after 
an 
absence of a week. 
Wfe are now a t the 
southeast 
end of Suez Canal. 
The idea of a 
Suez Canal did not originate with 
F erdinand de 
Lesseps. 
It 
was 
first conceived by P haraoh Necho, 
more than 2500 
years 
ago. 
He 
began the construction of it, but 
abandoned it becausq his advisers 
made him believe th a t his enem ­ 
ies would benefit by it. An oracle 
advised him it would result in the 
loss of his kongdom. 
Necho was 
a king of the 26th dynasty which 
came into pow er in 663 
B. 
C., 
which agrees with Bible Chron­ 
ology. 
It was in a battle w ith Necho, 
in the Plain of 
Esdraelon, 
that 
the good king, Josiah, of Judah, 
was killed. 
Second Kings 23:29. 
Necho also deposed his son and 
successor, Jehoahaz, after a reign 
of three months, and exacted a 
tribute of a hundred talents 
of 
silver and a hundred talents 
of 
gold from Judah. 
It was he who 
first circumnavigated Africa. But
